Mayor Howell Accuse 
Of Taking From Boy Scout Project ; 


Albany City Councilmen pol- 
ished off eight agenda items in 
less than 10 minutes Monday 
night, but tne following 10 min- 
utes, under Good of the City, 
were somewhat more exciting. 

Mayor Lewis Howeil, apolo- 
gizing for speaking under Good 
of the City, said he has been ae- 
tive in Boy Scouts since 1945 
and ‘‘the lowest thing I've ever 
seen” was the action at the 
meeting of Citizens for Better 
Parkland last Thursday night, 
when the group proposed a pap- 
er drive, historically a Boy 
Scout project, to raise money. 

“I can’t see anyone propose 
to take a ton of paper in his 
back yard, which people have 
given to the Scouts, to be used 
this way ... In 22 years on the 
Council, this is the lowest thing 
I've ever seen!” 

Dario Meniketti hastened to 
the podium. 

“This paper is at my house 
and is my property,” he said. 
“It was not collected for the 
Boy Scouts.” 

Mayor Howell said, ‘You've 
always led the deals for the 
Scouts — their pancake break- 
fasts, etc. Troop 19 is having a 
breakfast this Saturday to 
raise funds.” 

Meniketti answered, 
Corvello collects paper for the 
Scouts . . . There was a recent 
paper drive to raise money for 
school bonds This paper was 
given to me by my neighbors, 
by the Parkland group. You 
couldn’t get me to deceive the 
Boy Scouts one minute. I can 
name everyone who gave them 
to me, including some from the 
Parkland group. 

At this point Mayor Howell 
played a tape of Meniketti 
speaking at the meeting last 
Thursday night. On the tape he 
Said paper is selling for $27 
per ton, that he already had a 
ton and needed a pickup and a 
group of “husky guys,’”’ because 
his back is in bad shape. He 
urged those at the meeting to 
gather as many papers as they 
could and to call him when 
there is enough and he would 
get their papers and sell them 
as they go along. He said this 
had worked well for the Boy 
Scouts and suggested the group 
advertise they were collecting 
papers. 

When the tape was turned 
off, an outraged Meniketti said, 
“I've never cheated the Scouts 
out of a nickel in my life!” 

Mayor Howell said, “O.K. 
This is my opinion.” 

Berl Hartman steamed to the 
podium to protest, “I am ab 
solutely amazed that you would 
use your podium to comment on 
and play back the proceedings 
of a public meeting. You are 
cordially invited to attend and 
voice your opinions .. . In Da- 
rio’s house now are papers I 
gave expressly for this drive. 
Dario would never cheat the 
Boy Scouts of this community. 
If you say this is the most out- 
rageous thing in your 22 years, 
you must have blinders on!” 

Ann Machado of 1066 Cornell, 
whose letter to Council regard- 
ing the Progress Report was 
filed without reading during the 
meeting, asked the reason for 
the Progress Report and where 
the money came zrom. 

She was told by Mayor How- 
ell that it was decided to com- 
pile a report of the good things 
in Albany and that the project 
had been discussed for about 
two years.

Call's hillside property, which 
was subsequently turned over 
to the city, is questionable, sev- 
eral members have retained a 
San Francisco law firm to ex- 
amine the issue. Mr. Bell point- 
ed out that although the Better 
Parkland group is not involved 
in the lawsuit, the members had 
endorsed a proposal to give 
financial support and other as- 
sistance to individuals wishing 
to take legal action, Finance 
chairman Bruce Thompson re- 
affirmed the group's decision 
to help support litigation and 
stated that the members had a 
strong committment to help fi- 
nanee the action.
